Becsvue of the liaited tine that we 
can epend with Subject a debriefing in depth obviously is not 
posalble, and we suspect that if it were he would not indulge us 
in an interrogation designed to pry loose possible intelUgenee 
or to find owcnarity hesards. We also deplore this situation but 
ere eonf in«i by the operating factors in this case. On the other 
hand, if he hee infouMtion of any interest, he will Cec^pcrate to 
the fulleet eeteat to explore every ^tall to our sati^aetion. 

Xa this context we would have apprieiated some assessimsmt of 
Subject’s aecesa to information based on bis rsie>rting, and of 
bis ability te eosyprebeiid acmirately the envixenment In he 

lives in the Soviet aaioB, we assume that sinew most of the 
reports we have submitted were net disscnlnated (aaozA the last 
arm bon 19$«, 1P70, 2067, 2069, 2070) that they had ne intelligence 
value. It would have b«wn helpful, particularly in view of Head- 
avarters reaueet for an isiprowsasnt in the qualit y of his report - 
ing. h a d we been given sem e indication of these areas uaiich you 
j Ceei dese r ve mere attantbwi. we Should hasten to add that sudh 
guidance^ ahould he based en the actual a ccess Uhii^^S^Ject JiasL--<;;^^ 
as indlGated toy his reporting. This is mat te ntw the 

eupport we have been in tiiia case. Ihe r^hlxeaMnats in 

BOanr 17144 have been telpfal in luwvidihg a frama of reference 
fhr eur deaxcieiflag* and we would have been helpless without the 
migp. we alee point out that all the questions in the requlremants 
«ni^ eovered, end where there is no reporting the agent either 
bbilil ne iafewatien, or was too vague to mrraat eloser questioning.
